Washington, September 8.—(Special.)— 
There is a great deal of interest mani- 
fested here among republican politicians 
as to the character of speeches the presi- 
dent will make on his southern tour. 
He is scheduled to make five talks, and 
it is known that he put a great deal of 
his time in on them at Oyster Bay this 
summer. Whether the speeches will be 
academic, or what might be called po- 
litical, is what a good many people, 
with Wall street connections, would like 
to know. As yet no one, not ever the 
ubiquitous Loeb, has an inkling as to 
what the president has on his mind. 

The politicians who have been oppos- 
ing Taft, have just awakened to the 
fact that the president seriously intends 
to force his nomination on the party. 
There will be 992 delegates in the next 
republican national convention, and 497 
will be enough to nominate. The south 
will furnish 332 of these delegates in 
the shape of federal office-holders. The 
delegates from the territories, twenty- 
gix in number, will be of the same 
stripe. West of the Mississippi there will 
be something like 156 delegates, every 
one of them a Roosevelt man. With this 
aggregation all the president will have 
to do is pres: jthe button and the con- 
vention will do the rest. At this time it 
looks as if Taft was as good as nomi- 
nated. 

It is suspected that one reason why 
. the president is going to make these five 
@peeches is to pave, in some fashion, 
the way to this result. 

Chanler Coming South. 

It is expected that when President 
Roosevelt visits the south, Lieutenant 
Governor Lewis Stuyvesant Chanler, of 
New York state, will also be there. Gov- 
ernor Chanler has been invited to make 
@ southern trip by some of the most in- 
fluential democrats in the south. Since 
the candidacy of Chanler for the presi- 
dency has been announced the demo- 
cratic leaders of the south who have 
been at ithe capital have taken very 
kindly to it. 

Chanler’s father came from a most 
distinguished southern family. He mar- 
ried the daughter of John Jacob Astor, 
and made his home in New York, where 
he won fame as a lawyer. 

In this sense the southerners look 
upon Chanler as one of their own. They 
feel that this is not the time to ask 
the democratic convention to name a 
man who lives in the south for president, 
eo in rallying to the support of Chan- 
ler they are doing the next best thing. 

Chanler will not disappoint his south- 
ern audiences. He has a pleasing per- 
eonality, stands over 6 feet and is a 
fiery orator when he gets a-going. 

Chanler a Good Mixer. 

Chanler is a good mixer. He is 48 
chivalrous as a Bayard, and while he 
will keep. his eye open for anything 
that “is doing’ politically, he can be 
relied upon to measure up to the re- 
quirements demanded of a southern gen- 
tleman. 

It is predicted here that when Govern- 
or Chanler gets through with the south 
he will have the delegates of every siate 
that goes to make up the solid south 
with him. 

The candidacy of Ohanler has given 
the democrats a waking up. It has 
brought all the fighting men in the party 
to the front and they now talk hope- 
fully of winning. Of course, the fact 
that Chanler is a millionaire may have 
something to do with that. Politicians 
are known to be much more eager for 
battle when they see the shadow of 
the “long green” even in the distance. 
Be this as it may, Chanler is 4 force 
in the democratic party and will con- 
tinue to grow from now on.

Matters in the Commercial Telegraph- 
ers’ strike are Very probably approach- 
ing a crisis. Today or tomorrow the 
wheel will stop. Today or tomorrow the 
Western Union board of directors will 
act or ignore. Today or tomorrow the 
great commercial transmitters of the 
public’s hurry messages will begin to 
resume their normal aspect, in some 
phase or another. 

According to representations published 
last night by Western Union officials of 


responsibility, fifteen new operators 
were registered in their local offices 
yesterday. The majority of these opera- 
tors are said to have come from New 
York. It is said that seven other oper- 
ators had arrived Saturday morning and 
taken their seats before telegraph keys. 
The total is now seventy-eight operators, 
‘with more coming.” 

Representatives ‘of the strikers ridi- 
cule these statements. By them it is 
claimed the companies are attempting to 
misrepresent facts and are acting un- 
truths. The strikers say the companies 
are shifting herds of dummy operators 
here and there over the country, run- 
ning them into one city today and into 
another tomorrow. The strikers further 
aver that the Western Union directors 
who will meet today, will act favorably 
on their demands. 

Both sides are categoric in their state- 
ments, and the public press can accept 
responsibility for those of neither. The 
telegraph companies claim they are do- 
ing a normal business and the strikers 
say the companies are mailing mes- 
sages. The company officials state that 
so far as they are concerned the strike 
was over the day after their dissatis- 
fled employees walked out; and the 
strikers change that the companies are 
too crippled to do business muth 
longer. 

The situation is peculiar. It cannot 
last more than a few days more in its 
present aspect. 


DOMAIN GOES TO STOCK COMPANY. 


King Leopold Transfers Most Profit- 
able Territory From Crown. 
Brussels, September 8—Kink Leopold 
made another move on the Congo ques- 
tion today by turning over the “domain 
of the crown” in the Congo Independ- 
ent State to a joint stock company ‘in 
which he is alleged to be interested. 
This is the most important section of 
the Congo, ten times larger than Bel- 
gium, and was to have reverted to the 
government with annexation. Its trans- 
fer deprives Belgium of the most 
profitable part of the independent 
states. The decreé announcing the 
transfer, which appeared in the official 
bulletin today, caused a sensation. 


New Grounds for Divorce in Russia. 

St. Petersburg, September 8.—The fol- 
lowing grounds for divorce have been 
incorporated into the new laws adopt- 
e@ by the holy synods: Mental derange- 
ment exceeding three years’ duration, 
maltreatment causing physical or moral 
suffering or endangering health or life, 
desertion for three years and leaving 
the orthodox church,

TWENTY EIGHT'SCHOOLS OPEN 


Indications Point to an Exception- 
ally Crowded Lot of Schools, 
but Anything Like an Accu- 
rate Estimate Cannot Be 
Given—The Rush for 
Books Begins. 


Today is the second Monday in Sep- 
tember, and the-9th day of the month. 

Which means that today is the first 
of the new school term. If childless 
elders don’t know that fact, the chil- 
dren of Atlanta and their parents are 
fully aware of the correlation that 
exists. 

This morning, for the first time since 
schools closed last June, the old crack- 
ed bells of the city‘s “little red school 


houses” are gleefully reveling in their 
summons. They are ringing a requiem 
in the ears of school children. They 
are tolling for the death of vacation, 
a regularly recurring period that 
stands out vividly inthe childhood 
recollections of all of us, and that is 
still replete with days of luxurious 
idleness—with fleeting visions of coun- 
tryside, farm, stream, woods, with the 
joys of summertime and nothing to do 
—for those who are following our foot- 
steps through halls of learning. 
Twenty-Eight Schools Open. 

In twenty-eight grammar schools in 
the city of Atlanta pupils will assem- 
ble this morning to commence their’ 
\year’s work. In two high schools, 
swathed in dignified quiet, embryo men 
and women will gather today and re- 
sume their lessons. In two night 
schools this evening toilérs of the day 
hours will convene and join their ef- 
forts in the acquisition of knowledge. 
‘Altogether the city of Atlanta is 
represented in thirty-two schools that 
throw wide their doors today. Since 
school closed last year about 3,800 
tickets have been issued for entrance® 
in this term of school. Of that number 
a large percentage is due to the 
changes which were made in district 
boundary lines by the board of educa- 
tion since schools closed last June; but 
with that percentage deducted there 
will still remain some big figures to 
represent the number of new pupils 
who have ‘been enrolled during the 
summer months. 3 

Book lists will be handed out by 
teachers this morning, and the book- 
stores of the city will be crowded dur- 
ing the next two days with pupils 
actively engaged in the purchase of 
their books. These lists were published 
in The Constitution a few days ago, 
but as a rule cautious parents prefer to 
wait until they have official notice of 
requirements in this respect. 

Work of Seating Pupils. 

Today and tomorrow all promoted 
pupils will be seated in the schools, 
whether those pupils are present or 
not. On Wednesday all new pupils will 
be assigned to seats. In this ‘latter 
category are included those who have 
been transferred from other schovols. 

Schoolwork is usually rather disor- 
ganized during the first week of each 
term. It is not expected that regular 
classes can be held in Atlanta’s schools 
before Thursday, when attempt will 
be made to take up the routine work 
that will be in full swing a week from 
today. f 

The city’s schools are well prepared 
for work. Those who stand at their 
head have been energetic during the 
period when others rested, in their ef- 
forts to smooth the way for an un-

The 
correspondent says it is stated that 
Premier Maura and General Martilegui, 
chief of the headquarters staff, are op- 
posed to this plan, but that the min- 
ister of war, General Primo Rivera, 
supports it.

peas Standing near by and ordered the 


driver to drive on. Officer Bayne, how- 
overhauled the cab and, 
opening the door, seized the negro by 
the arm and started to pull him out of 
the cab. Opening the door, however, 
the negro jumped out. pulling loose 
from the officer. Finding himself free, 
he ran into a near-by negro restaurant, 
closely pursued by Officer Bayne. 

Finding his passage barred a 
fence at the rear of the restaurant, 
the negro turned and met the offic er on 
the inside. The negro was full of fight, 
and immediately started out to whip 
the officer and make good his escape. 
All the advantage was in favor of the 
| negro. He is a buck about 6 feet high 
‘and weighing not less than 185 pounds, 
| while Officer Bayne is only about 5 
| feet and 8 inches in height and weighs 
‘about 140 pounds. 

Was a Hard Struggle. 

The struggle was fierce and hard, 
Over and over they rolled on the floor, 
now one on top, now the other.

| moment, both regained their feet. and 
|the officer, having drawn his pistol, 
|attempted to shoot the negro, but the 
gun was Wrenched from his hand, and 
the negro, striking him in the mouth, 
got loose and dashed out of the res- 
taurant and down Ivy street. 

A. T. Newsom, who rungs a 
stable on Exchange place, saw t 
gro, and gave chase. Up Exchange 
Place, through a vacant lot at the 
rear of the Equitable bullding, up Au- 
burn avenue to Peachtree and down 
Peachtree to James street, the chase 
was made, the negro, flourishing the 
Pistol to scare off any one attempting 
to stop him, and Newsom close behind, 
followed by a quickly collected crowd.

Architect Edward Dougherty 
Recalls the Eccentric Artist 


|FELLOW STUDENTS IN PARIS 


Im the Latin Quarter Earle Had a 
Reputation for Great Physical 
Strength, and Was a Hard 
Student and Consci- 
entious Worker. 


—~ 


Ferdinand Pinney Earle, the artist- 
socialist, who has packed his little 
French wife off for Europe, where she 
will secure a divorce in order that he 
may wed his soul-affinity, Julia Kutt- 
ner, is wel] known by Architect Edward 
Doughtery, of Atlanta, who was a stu- 
dent in the Latin Quarter of Paris at 
the same time the artist was there. 

“| never thought of him as the eccen- 
tric hearie I knew in Paris,’ said Mr. 
Dougiaerty, in speaking of the most 
talked of man in the country, “until I 
say his picture in The Constitution and 
I immediately recognized the bristling, 
braggadocia beard he wears and whica 
he turned out just before I left the 
quarteys. 

“He was by no means an intimate of 
mine, for I only knew him as a patron 
of the same cafe in the quarter where 
I with a number of other students took 
our meals. 

“What impressed me most was the 
wonderful build which he possessed. He 
was as strong as a bull, al- 
though a painter, and right often we 
heard taies of his bouis in the quarter. 
He was noted then as an éccentric sort 
of a chap and no one got very intimate 
with him. 

“That was before his affinity days and 
even before he was married to tne li'- 
tle woman whom he has just sent back 
to Burope. 

“Standing over six (feet tall, with 
broad shoulders and with that fierce 
beard which he sill affects he would 
be noticeable anywhere. 

“He was known in the quarter as a 
hagi student and proved an apt pupil 
of some of the most famous painters 
there. 

“I see in the paper where he had a 
brush with his neighbors when he re- 
turned to Monroe, Orange county, New 
York, after he shipped his wife abroad 
and how he held his own when they 
tried to tar and feather him. J] knew 
he would, for he was a human riot 
within himself when got started.”’ 

In speaking of the uncordial reception 
he received at Orange, Earle is quoted 
in the New York Evening World as say- 
ing: 
To me it was as nothing. In my 
student days in France I went through 
riots in which men were mowed down 
like hay. I, even, was mowed down like 
hay. So that the incident of last night 
has neither annoyed me nor intimidated 
me.’’ 

Earle declined to teil where Miss 
Kuttner went when she got scared and 
left the house in which for weeks she 
had been living side by side with the 
wire whom she is to supplant. It was 
Siggested that possibly he meant to 
meet his German-American affinity in 
New York today, but he only shook his 
shaggy Mane with the disdainful silence 
of a brooding lion that is annoyed by 
the buzzing of a pertiferous bluebottle. 

‘IT will not speak of the young lady 
or of her whereabouts,’ he said. 

“Apparently I have been placed in a 
somewhat foolish light, but I have 
thought, and still think, the public had

New York, September 8.—There was & 
distinct improvement in sentiment over 
the financial outlook last week which 
was traceable to an important extent to 
the failure of some of the prognostica- 
tions of trouble which had been credited 
in several instances where the event 
justified the apprehensions the market 
showed that the bear party had more 


than sufficiently anticipated the bad news 
and the buying to cover shorts helped on 
the recovery in prices. These conditions 
in the market must be taken account of 
in estimating the extent of the improve- 
ment indicated by the recovery in prices. 
There was a marked subsidence in the 
process of selling, and a decrease in the 
feeling of apprehension could be inferred 
from this as much as anything else, 
There were not lacking some positive de- 
velopments of a favorable character a$ 
well. 
EKasier Momey Market. 

A principal item in the brightening 
prospect was the easier money market. 
The strain of the September! settle- 
ments, which were unusually large, 
proved much less severe’ than wag ex- 
pected. The call money rate promptly 
relaxed, while in the time loans there 
was something like a collapse. This was 
considered as the widening effect of the 
relief measures of the United States 
treasury, the announcement of which led 
to an almst immediate relaxation in for- 
eign money markets and in foreign ex- 
change rates here. 

Interior exchanges on New York rose 
also and the conviction spread _ that 
feéling had grown overanxious about 
the money question. The balance of 
the reaction suggested that something 
akin to hoarding of capital nad been 
going on in the process of holding out 
for possible better terms in placing it. 

Trouble Discounted. 

The announcement of the failure of a 
stock exchange house on Thursday was 
the outcome of a long series of rumors 
of trouble of this character and led to 
covering of shorts rather than to any 
other liquidation in the market. 

The same is true of the passing of 
the dividend on the Interborough Met- 
ropolitan preferred stock. This has 
long been an accepted certainty and the 
prices of securities of the company had 
already fallen to a level commensurate 
with the expected default. On the other 
hand, the increase and extra disburse- 
ment on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy dividend and the time at which 
the same was announced were very ef- 
ficacious in helping the recovery in 
stocks. 

Great interest continues to attach to 
the outcome of the coming sale of $40,- 
000,000 of New York city 4 |-2 ner cant 
bonds. On the degree of success Wich 
attends that sale will depend, it is be- 
lieved, the confirmaticen of the revival 
of investment confidence.

Nogales, Ariz., September 8.—That the 
Mexican and United States government 
éxpect trouble on the Rio Grande border 
from socalled revolutionists about Sep- 
tember 15, the anniversary of Mexican 
independence, is evident, for precautions 
it being taken to prevent any disturb- 
ances. 

Last year there were several demon- 
strations on the border about this time 
and arrests were made all over the state. 
Some of the prisoners taken at that time 
are ,still in custody. Antonio Villareal, 
now in jail in Los Angeles and wanted 
in St. Louis, is one of these. 

To prevent a recurrence of the troubles 
of last year the Mexican border is being 
patrolled by troops and secret service ol- 
ficers of the American government at 
the request of Mexican officiass, and are 
watching the movements of certain 
Mexicans in the American towns aiong 
the border, 

Dispatches from San Antonio state that 
a detail of United States 4troops has 
been made to patrol the: border until 
after the Mexican celebration. It is said 
that Captain W. 8. Scott, Firat U. 8. 
cavalry, who was detailed to make 4&4 
secret investigation of conditions along 
the border, made a report to the war 
department in which he finds that there 
is considerable agitation and much anti- 
Diaz sentiment but he is unable to find 
definitely that there is any organized 
opposition to the Mexican government, 
as was the case a year ago. 

Francisco Malen, Mexican consul at 
El Paso, declares that there is no or- 
®anized effort upon the part of Mexicans 
in the United States, at present, in tne 
revolutionary line that he is aware of, 
but that there are numerous refugeés 
from justice in this country who are 
talking in a seditious manner and at- 
tempting to excite their brother Mex- 
icans.

Vardaman's Last Recommenda- 
tions and Noel’s Will Conflict 


REFORMS SURE TO COME 


Vardaman Goes Out January, and 
Neel Comes In; Which Chief 
Executive Has the Most 
Influence Will Be 
Then Decided.

Jackson, Miss., September 8.—(Specia!.) 
Governor Vardaman States that his final 
message to the legislature will be the 
longest document he has submitted to 
that body during his term of office, and 
it will contain a large number of im- 
portant recommendations, some of which 
will probably be of radical character. 

This brings up an interesting subject 
that will attract much attention prior 
to and during the early days of the 
legislative session. Governor Vardaman 
will be in office for the greater portion 
of the month of January, the law pro- 
viding for the installation of the new 
governor two weeks after the other 
State officials assume their duties for the 
four-year term. Governor-elect Noel will, 
of course, have many important recom- 
méndations to make to the law-making 
body, and it is expected that some of 
his recommendations will be in direct 
conflict with those of the outgoing gov- 
ernor. It will then remain to be seen 
which chief executive can exert the 
Strongest influence over the law-makers, 

In former years, however, the final 
messages of retiring governors have 
aroused little or no interest. They are 
of course, read in both houses referred 
to the proper committees, and discussed 
in casual manner among the legislators, 
and both branches then sit down to 
await the inaguration of the new gov- 
ernor and see what he has to Say con- 
cerning the needed reforms. 

Governor Vardaman’s ideas, as is well 
known, are radical on almost every sub- 
ject. On the other hand, the governor- 
elect, judging from his past record, will 
be a calm and conserative ruler, strong 
to urge reforms where reforms are need- 
ed, but not addicted to experimentation. 
Mr. Noel set forth fully during the re- 
cent campaign the reforms he intends 
to urge, and none of these ideas are in 
conformity with views of Governor Var- 
daman is known to hold. At least, the 
present ruler will doubtless discuss sub- 
ject matter in his final message wholly 
foreign to that in Mr. Noel’s platform. 

A careful summary of the members- 
elect in both houses forces the conclu- 
Sion that it will be a rather conserva- 
tive body. Of course, there are radi- 
cals and ultra radicals in both branches, 
but they are in the minority. At least 
one-half of the members-elect have had 
previous legislative experience. One- 
third in each house are practicing law- 
yers, about 10 or !2 per cent are news- 
paper men, or men of previous journalis- 
tic experience, and the remainder are 
substantial farmers, or followers of ¢s- 
tablished trades and professions. In- 
deed, the outward indications point to 
the belief that the legislative personnel 
is a decided improvement over former 
law-making bodies. 

Some radical reforms are needed, of 
course, and the corporations ‘will come 
in for a full share of consideration, while 
the enactment of a statutory prohibition 
law is almost certain, but those who are 
counting on changes, both sweeping and 
numerous, will be disappointed. 

Will Correct New Code. 

One important matter that will re- 
ceive early consideration will be a cor- 
rection of the innumerable errors, typo- 
géraphical and otherwise, in the new an- 
notated code. For six months after the 
last legislature adjourned the press and 
legal fraternity were busily engaged 
pointing out the flaws and imperfections 
of the new revised statutes, and the 


-errors found were so numerous as to 


make the volume nothing more than a 
piece of botch work. 

It has been suggested that after the 
corrections are made that the legisia- 
ture should order another publication 
of the volume, also incorporating the 


sion, and thus get the code absolutely 
correct in every detail. A bill making 
this provision will be introduced, and 
will receive the earnest support of the 
legal fraternity, for the annotated code 
of 1906 is by no means the law of Mis- 
sissippi, and lawyers are often at a loss 
to tell just what is the law. Another 
publication would be expensive, but some 
of the members believe that it would be 
worth the money.

great city farmers did the thing. My 
first impression was of a snip’s crew 
with shore leave in an anti-prohibition 
town. The main ‘floor of the exchange 
is yery large, say, about one-quarter of 
an acre in area, with almost as mucil 
top soil on it as that much good ¢-ttol 
jland. Near the center of this floor is @ 
ring fenced with a tarnished brass 
rail around which tnese agriculturists 
sit and yell at each other. They have 
voices that rumble like that of a prize 
short horn bull. Voices that jar anc tear 
the air like the bray of a plow mule 
at noon time and voices that shriek and 
scream, They jesticulate, smash hats, 
throw waste paper, paw each other and 
generally do things which if done In 
any other serious business vocation would 
justify the writ of lunacy. Yet it must 
be that these people take themselves 
seriously, as they pay the price of sev- 
eral first-class cotton plantations for a 
“peat” in the exchange, which carries 
with’ it the high privilege of doing, 
among other things, the dignified and 
useful’ things above mentioned, | 

While it is quite probable that not one 
in ten of these brokers can tell the dif- 
ference between a stalk of cotton and a 
stalk of okra, they as a body have for 
many years, by some flim flam or other, 
controlled the price of our cotton and do 
influence it in a large measure at the 
present time, although the faithful work 
of Mr. Harvie Jordan and the other vt- 
ficers of the Cotton Growers’ Associa- 
tion, has done much to weaken this in- 
fluence in the last few years. 

Thought Cotton Was Bale of Hay. 

It is told that a ‘‘curb” broker (that is 
a fellow who has no “seat” but must 
Play monkey on the outside) caused a 
bale of real cotton to be hauled up in 
front of the New .ork cotton exchange 
and that the brokers did not know what 
it was. They thought it was a new kind 
of fine, white sun-cured hay. 

On the date mentioned there was sold 
for future delivery In the‘exchange here 
225,000 bales of imaginary cotton: that 
is, cotton.that does not, never did, and 
never will exist. On the same day there 
was sold only 86 bales of real cotton and 
200 bales were delivered on contract. it 
would be interesting to know how aften 
these 200 bales have been.delivered be- 
fore. 

On this date actual cotton was quoted 
in the exchange at 1i31-2 and 133-4 
cents for middlings. Notwithstanding 
this fact, the brokers of the exchange 
were willing and did on this day sell 
225,000 bales of middling cotton to ve 
delivered in future at prices ranging

dling cotton was sold to be delivered

November cotton futures open at 12.18, 
This means that a red-nosed man with 
whiskers in the exchange here has os 
fered to buy this month at this price 
and another red-nosed man with sandy 
hair and sleepy, weak, blue eyes has 
fanned the air and shrieked ‘‘sold.” 

November cotton loses 3 points, this 
means that a red-nosed man, long: and 
thin, with 'a head some larger than @ 
Rockyford melon and some smaller than 
a small tenpin ball, has offered to Duy 
at 12.15 and a fellow with a voice like 
@ steam syren has howled ‘‘sold.”’ 

November cotton closes at !2 cents. 
This means that a fat-faced round man 
with a burgundy nose, fretted and retic- 
ulated with purple veins, has offered to 
buy at this figure, and another man 
with a tobacco stained mustache, a Dull 
reck and a face that glowed with the 
deep rich autumn tints of ancient vin- 
tages, has whooped ‘‘sold.’’ 

These transactions mean also that the 
cotton growers of the south have, inci- 
dentally, by reason thereof, lost appres- 
imately $10,000,000 in one day. They do 
not mean that any of the interes..ng 
characters referrea to has or ever ex- 
pects to have a singh bale of cotton 
to sell or anticipates or hopes that a 
Single bale of real cotton will ever be 
delivered to him. It would be a positive 
embarrassment to him 1f he had ft and 
like Joe McGorkin’s bear, he wouldn't 
know what to do with it. 


Where Cotton Exchanges Are Nece 
essary. 


Fairly conducted cotton exchanges in 
the southern cotton cities are useful 
and probably necessary institutions. Gut 


even an honest cottwn exchange here in 
New York is about as rational a prop- 
/osition as would bé a pineapple ex- 
'change in the Klondyke. As the ex- 
change here has been conducted and 18 
conducted now, it nas probably worked 
more financial hurt to the cotton grow- 
ers in the past twenty years than has 
the combined ravages of the boll weevil, 
eotton worm, boll worm, and all the 
other natural enemies of the cotton 
plant.

Councilman Longino, Chairman of 
Committee, Says Investigation 
Will Probably Begin Some 
Day This Week — Why 
and How Committee 
Was Appointed. 


Jt is very probable that the investiga- 
tion of the waterworks system will be- 
gin some day this week, as Councilman 
T. D. Longino, chairman of the special 
investigating committee, states that he 


will endeavor to get the .ommittee to- 


@ether between now and next Saturday. 
The committee is as follows: 


Councilman Longino, ehairman; Coun- 
cilman C. E. Harman, Alderman H. M. 
Beutell, J. Wilie Pope, E. Van Winkle, 
H. C. Stockdell and City Engineer R. 


M. Clayton. 

This committee, composed of council- 
men and citizens, was appointed under 
@ resolution adopted by council when 
the purchase of a pump was under con- 
sideration. 

The Great Pump Question. 

Some five or six months ago a special 
committee of council was appointed to 
cooperate with the water board in the 
expenditure of the bond money and when 
the purchase of a pump came up, which 
Was not bought with the bond money, 
the special committee acted on that 
matter also, and the vote between a cen- 
trifugal pump and a vertical pump was 
a tie. When a vote was taken in coun- 
cil a resolution offered by Councilman 
Longino to appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate the waterworks system and see 
exactly what was needed was adopted. 

So the special investigating committee 
will report.on what the waterworks de- 
partment needs, and this will take in the 
much discussed pump. 

Had a Trying Time. 

During the past summer the water- 
works department had a trying time. 
Somebody tried to jump on the general 
manager and a committee completely 
exonerated him. He was blamed for 
the muddy water in certain quarters, but 
he proved that he was not to blame. 

At this particular time a new main 18 
being laid from the river and will soon 
be completed; clear water and coagu- 
lating basins are ‘being constructed; bids 
have been advertised for fora new filter 
plant, and the city chemiet has pro- 
nounced the water pure and healthful 
and better than it has ever been in the 
history of the city. 

The investigating committee will find 
the waterworks department in excellent 
shape. It is very probable that it will 
report on the need of a new pump at 
Hemphill station, along with a number 
of small mains throughout the city.

Rabbi Julius 7, Loeb Preaches 
An Eloquent Sermon 


Coming of the New Year Marks the 
Erection of a New Synagogue 
for the Jews of the South 
Side of the City—Special 


Services Today. 


The sun rose this morning on the first 
day of the Hebrew New Year, which 
commenced as it set yesterday after- 
noon. Services are being held today 
in the Hebrew churches of the city. 

Ritual services prescribed by their 


religion were also attended by all He- 
brews in Atlanta in. their respective 
churches last evening. The address de- 
livered Dy Rabbi Julius T. Loeb, of the 
Beth (israel synagogue, was peculiarly 
well adapted to the season, and is re- 
produced herewith fer the very lucid 


explanation it gives of the Hebrew ser- 
vices and customs that have been hand- 
ed down to members of that faith 
through centuries for observunce of their 
new years. 

“Blow ye on the new moon the cornet. 
at the time appointed for the day of our 
feast. For this is a statute unto Israel, 
an ordinance iby the God of aJcob. Psalms 
\xxxi, 4.’ 

“The time-honored and divinely bless- 
ed Rosh-Hashanah with ite attending 
season of repentance /jbrings us together 
this evening to begin a new year in 
Israel’s life, and to worship our God 
in eccordance with His divine behest. 
“Great and glorious is Israel's new 
year. Who can weigh its sdOiemn Sig- 
nificance? Who can fathom the deptao 
of its mysterious influence? 

‘Poets have sung it in their best 
verses, artists have painted it in most 
glowing colors, while the noble Yom- 
Kippur has fonmed a wonderful theme 
for the painter’s brush, and ever and 
anon this most sacred season in the 
Jewish calendar is depicted in high re- 
lief above all events in the religious life 
of civilized humanity. 

“One may well ask, Why is this sa- 
cred season so highly extolled, so sin- 
gularly dreaded and so universally rev- 
ered? 

“We hear of new year’s celebrations 
by other denominations, accompanied by 
trumpet calis of every description. We 
are often told of customary new year's 
resolutions by members of various 
creeds. We know of multitudinous 
church-going and of eloquent sermons 
by eminent divines of nonJewish per- 
suesions, ringing inthe New Year at an 
entirely different season and in which 
we, too, partly join in by sheer force of 
circumstances. Yet we persist in calling 
this our new year, and in attesting to it 
by our purest convictions. 

Day a Sacred Event. 

“It will be conceded by every impartial 
observer that in point of vitality and 
effectiveness as a religious event this 
sacred season of ours is of far weightier 
importance than any other event known 
to the religious world. In itsself it 
speaks more eloquently to the mind of 
the Jew than any human tongue can do, 
and its influence cannot be but purely 
divine. Everywhere on the face of tne 
globs it holds the house of Isreel in its 
enchanting emibrace, and commands the 
respect of even the most callous among 
Jews, even those who all the year round 
would appear indifferent to the sacred 
cause of Judaism. 

‘The blast of the shofar reminds every 
member of the Hebrew race of his pe- 
culiar responsibility, and induces all who 
are of Israel to join in the solemn fes- 
tivities of the season, and in the pro- 
fession of the ancient faith. 

“And why is this so? What is really 
the hidden force of the day? Whence the 
secret of its deep-rootedness in the 
heart of the Jewish community? Can 
we assume to account:-for it in a natu- 
ral way? It is a mystery that can only 
be coupled with the marvellous preser- 
vation of the Hebrew race, which has 
puzzled the worldly-wise and proved it- 
self beyond all human calculation. 

“This holy season can only be regarded 
as one of the agents specially ordained 
by a mysterious providence to preserve 
the perpetuity of Israel. The supremacy 
of this season, then, consisis of the fact 
that it is ‘a statute unto Israel, an or- 
dinance of the God of Jacob.’ It ig not 
a new year of human making or contriv- 
anve, Dut an institution that bears the 
stamp of divine authority. 

“It is a direct contradiction to every 
existing creed in that it proclaims God, 
the King of ail creation, and His heaven- 
ly retribution predominant in all the af- 
fairs of the world. 

“The Hindoos a thousand years before 


work to a trinity of the gods, named 
‘Brahma, Viehnu and Siva; ite old «ui- 
sees had theirs to Ormuzd and Ahrimon, 
a duai form of deity, while the ola Lat- 
ins had rioted in their Sabian worship, 
and Janus, the two-faced god, was made 
an object of revelry with the setting in 
of the winter season, when most of ine 
pagan nations celebrated the recreation 
of their numerous deities. Upon this 
basis is formed the practice by the many 
of beginning the new year in January, 
which term is doubtlessly derived from 
Janus. 

“Israel's new year’s feast is not based 
upon any such practice. Neither does it 
bear any resenrbiance to the things made 
and fashioned by the hands of man.

Big Secretary Tries His Hand 
at the Knocking Game 


TAFT’S VIEWS ON TARIFF 


He Favors Revision, but Not During 
a Presidential Campaign—Twits 
Bryan About Supporting the 
Philippines Treaty aad 
Then Crying Anti- 
Imperialism. 


Tacoma, Wash., September 8.—Secre- 
tary Taft, while here, twice lifted the 
gage of controversy hurled at him by 
William Jennings Bryan. 

“Mr. Bryan in discussing some of my 
views on the tariff and other matters, 
has done me the honor to call me ‘the 
great postponer.’ With respect to the 
tariff I was in favor of revision last 
year and I am atill in favor of revision, 
but I am a party man and, I hope, a 
practical man, and I realize the danger 
both to the party and to the country 
in any revision of the tariff in the midst 
of a presidential campaign. I am con- 
vinced that the republican party as a 
will come to a revision of the 
tariff immediately after the next presi- 
dential election. If it cannot be done 
this year, I am in favor of doing it next 
year. 

“For two presidential campaigns Mr. 
Bryan urged the free coinage of silver 
at 16 to |, but now he is postponing the 
issue until he can bring it forward 
again as a panacea in times of financial 
disaster. Secondly, Mr. Bryan is now 
emphasizing objections to anti-imperial- 
ism until by his efforts the treaty of 
Paris was adopted and the sovereignty 
of the Philippines was transferred from 
Spain to the United States. This is 
really the only piece of actual affirma- 
tive constructive statesmanship with 
whehi Mr. Bryan’s name ever has 
been connected and he has now for 
eight years been engaged in attempting 
to explain that away.’’

CALLIS PREACHES 


Florida Elder Talks in Atlanta 
Church, 


SAID NOTHING OF POLYGAMY 


—————m 


Elder C. A. Callis, Who Is a Lawyer, 
Came From Florida to Tell At- 
lanta People About the 
Church of Latter 
Day Saints. 


Elder C. A. Callis, president of the 
Mormon conference of the Church of 
Latter Day Saints in Florida, preached 
at the Atlanta Mormon church yester- 
day evening to a large congregation. 

His discourse was interesting to those 
not famillar with the doctrines of Mor- 
monism. Many who were present ex- 
pected to hear something about polyg- 
amy, but he did not refer to the subject. 
The Mormon church of today claims that 
polygamy has been abolisheg from the 
church, but there ig still a general opin- 
ion that in some way the church of that 
faith still preaches or believes in polyg- 
amous marriages. 

During his discourse, 
said: 

“The system or religion commonly 
called ‘Mormonism’ has been misrepre- 
sented and _ seriously misunderstood. 
Criticism and judgment have invariably 
preceded a hearing and investigation, 
and many people read the history and 
the achievements of ‘Mormonism’ with 
their prejudices ang not with their eyes. 

“The ‘Mormon’ church is rapidly in- 
creasing in membership. The report of 
Carroll D. Wright, United States com- 
missioner, shows that the ‘Mormons’ 
have inoreased in numbers during the 
last 16 years 138 per cent. That ig to 
Say, they have been doubling their num- 
ber every 1l2 years. No one other re 
ligious body has increased so largely 
within the same period. They now rank 
eighth in numbers among the degomi- 
nations in the United States. 

“We believe in education, and the 
grandest buildings in the nation should 
be those erected for the worship 
of Gog and educational purposes. The 
relation of knowledge to eternal prog- 
ress was taught by Joseph Smith in 
these maxims: ‘It is impossible for a 
man to be sdved in ignorance. A man 
ls saved no fasted than he gets knowl- 
edge. The glory of God is intelligence. 
Whatever principles of intelligence we 
attain to In this life will rise with us 
in the resurrection. He who gains in 
this life more knowledge than another 
will have so much the advantage in 
the world to come.’ 

“Mormonism is the bearer of a mes- 
sage from the Father to the children of 
men. It has a mission to perform and 
its principles are founded on the reve- 
lations of God; because these princi- 
ples are opposed doesnot prove that 
they are wrong. The world did not ex- 
teng a welcome to the Savior. 
has said: ‘Her rulers and potentates 
threw Him not even a word of encour- 
agement in His struggles; her armies 
furnished Him not a soldier; her treas- 
uries not a dollar, and her priests not a 
prayer.’

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THE FARM LABOR PROBLEM. 

During my recent extended tour of the 
chief cotton growing counties of North 
Carolina I was impressed with two 
things that relate to the labor question, 
viz: |. The usual chronic complaints oft 
scarcity and inefficiency of negro labor- 
ers. It is the same in, that state as in 
Georgia; the same in every county where 
negroes are the main reliance for doing 
the work on the farm. 2. The other 
thing was the fact that the crops gen-. 
erally were in fine condition and gave 
promise of average and in some cases 
of maxim@m yields. Of course, there 
were farms on which the cotton and 
corn were in “bad shape’ from some 
cause or other, being still badly in the 
grass. or had evidently barely survived 
a& reeent severe encounter with that arch 
enemy of the farmer. In most cases of 


@-e- @ -e- @ -:@-0-@-o 
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this sort it was fairly evident that the 


more or less failures were due to Provi- 
dential causes, such as’ too much rafn. 
or other unfavorable weather conditions 
over which the farmer has no control. 
It was doubtless true, as it often is, that 
these so-cailed providential causes were 
greatly emphasized by over-cropping, or 
the planting of too large an area ane

I noticed another thing: In the more 
westerly counties of the state, where the 
negroes are comparatively few and the 
farms are mostly cultivated by white

self.’’ 

On the whole, I reached the conclusior 
that the scarcity of labor and its in- 
efficiency is largely overestimated or ex- 
aggerated. That there is an actual 


scarcity of laBorers for hire is certainly 


true, in the sense that the supply of 
laborers who are willing to hire is much 
short of the demand. But this is not a 
remarkable nor unreasonable nor un- 
precedented condition of affairs. Such 
scarcity can be easily explained in a 
way that should satisfy any one that it 
is a perfect normal condition, a condi- 
tion that always and everywhere pre- 
vails jn seasons of prosperity. 

The country generally is in a more 
prosperous condition than it has enjoyed 
Since ‘before the war.”’ 
are partaking of this improved conditior 
in greater comparative degree than ever 
before. The mechanics are in better 
shape than ever in their lives. All classe? 
and all trades and professions are en- 
joying a degree of prosperity that many 
of them have never before known. Now 
what is the natural, normal result of 
these better times? The prospering farm- 
er wants to extend his operations and 
plant larger areas; he is therefore in the 
market for more farm laborers; the 
prosperous merchant wants more clerks 
in his store and his wife feels able to 
employ one or two more servants in 
her household; the mechanic's wife, who 
maybe has been doing her own house- 
work heretofore, now wants to hire a 
cook; the prospering railroads and fac- 
tories want more laborers, and so on. 
Not only arg these causes conspiring to 
increase the demand for wage laborers, 
but the more well-to-do of the wage- 
workers are to some extent become em- 
ployers—even the negroes themselves. 
These conditions all tend to widen the 
chasm, so to speak, between the demand 
for laborers and the supply of laborers 
Now, then. what is the remedy for this 
state of affairs? Immigration from for- 
eign countries? I doubt it; yea, I more 
than doubt it. Without entering into 
the discussion of the immigration ques- 
tion I wish only to say that the “right 
kind’ of immigrants, according to my 
conception of rightness, would be of a 
class and character that would very 
soorm become employers of labor instead 
of remaining in the relation of perma- 
nent employees or laborers. They would 
thus increase the demand for labor in-; 
stead of confining themselves to the role 
of laborers and procreating children to 
take their places. 

What then is the true remedy? The 
anewer is perfectly pat: There should 
be a more general adoption of improved 
methods in the household, the store, the 
shop and on the farm. Improved meth- 
ods—‘‘high-farming,” a compound word 
that covers and includes all. The one- 
horse plow, the grain cradle, the hand 
hoe. “pulling’’ fodder, shallow plowing, 
the scooter-and-scrape cultivator, worn- 
out and out of date tools and imple- 
ments, all must be relegated to the dim 
and distant past. Many farmers are 
realizing the truth of what I have just 
written, but the majority, 1 fear, are 


still putting a pumpkin in one end of } 


the bag and a stone in the other, and 
going horseback to mill, as did their 
great-grandfathers. We must “raise’’ 
more cattle and horses and mules and 
employ less labor. In an address reé- 
cently delivered before the State Agri- 
cultral Society at Carroilton, W. L. Wil- 
liamson, of Commerce, Ga., a noted and 
successful dairyman, said that “Georgia

CERTAINLY NOT A “SPLINT.” 

Subscriber, Skinnerton, Ala. have a 
mule that has something tne matter 
With his foreleg. His leg swells up) 
from the knee down to the postern. On 
the outside of his leg it seems to be 
tight and firm. I thought that it might 
be the splints, but I thought the splints 
always came on the inside of the leg 
and was some time in coming. You see, 
my mule got in this way in one or two 
days. I had him shod the first day of 


August and I thought may be that was 


the cause, and I took the shoes off. He 
never has limped any at all and it 
doesn’t seem to be sore. I have bathed 
his leg in warm mullen tea. He is 
fat and eats hearty. He has some fever 
in his leg ang has been in this condition 
about four days. 

Answer—If the leg is swollen from, the 
“Knee down to the postern,”’ it <canno- 
be a “splint,” for the latter 1s an en- 
largement or bony excrescence of the 
cannon bone, nearly always on the in- 
Bide of the foreleg: but sometimes it 
Occurs on the outside and rarely on & 
hind leg. Splints are very common, but 
rarely causes lameness. 

It is more: likely that the trouble is 
due to some weakness of the lymphatics 
such as sometimes results in elephant’s 
leg, usually confined to the hind leg. 
If so, the swelling is likely to subside 
Shortly after the animal is put to work 
and remain normal until it comes in 
from work. You should then wrap it 
tightly with a long bandage, to remain 
on during the night. If the swelling 
does not go down every day, in that 
case 1 would.bathe it three times a 
day, half hour at a time, with hot 
water and follow each bathing with a 
lotion of half oz. of sugar of lead dis- 
solved in one quart of water.

(INCOLLARDS; (2) KILLING TREES 
WITH GIRDLING. 

J. D. Bascomb, Manassas, Ga.—Will 
you please give me, through columns 
of The Constitution, information on 
follcwing: 

|. My collards are dying: leaves seem 
to be rotting on stalks. What is cause, 
and remcdy? Soil is sandy loam, fer- 
tilized with compost. 

2. Is there a way to kill pine, red 
oak and water oak without cutting 
through bark? If so, what is method, 
and when must work be done? 

Answer-—!. I presume it is one of the 
several fungous diseases that attack 
cabbage, collards, turnips and other 
plants of the brassica family. It is due 
to a fungus with which the soil is 
infected, and which is much encour- 
aged by stable manure. The only rem- 
edy is not to plant cabbages, collards, 
radishes or turnips on that soil for 
two or three years. 

2. I know of no practicable way to 
kill pine, red oak and water: oak, other 
than the common method of girdling, 
i. e., cutting through the sap-wood in 
early spring. Some farmers have suc- 
ceeded in starting the flathead pine- 
tree borers in the standing pines by 
cutting| an occasional small pine tree 
and lodging the Same in a nearby pine 
tree; but it is not a reliable method.
